Estimates of the ambunt of money the 
American people and national banks have 
been swindled out of during the past 
decade vary from twenty to thirty billions 
of dollars.

This orgy of loot seems. to have be- 
gun in a small way when Warren ding 
brought the Ohio Gang with -him to 
Washington. Some say that “Morgan, 
Melion, Hoover and their crowd helped 
bring about the exposure of the $100,- 
006,000 theft. of the Navy’s oil reserve in 
order to divert public attention from 
what os were doing themselves. | 

This hundred million appears as mere 
chicken feed compared with the many bil- 
Hons which have been extracted | since 
from the public hy the Swindle Bund of 
Wall Street, in many cases with the hearty 
and active cooperation of whatever cabi- 
net’ department of the government was 
necessary for their particular scheme. 

With an artificial stock market being 
created during the early days of the 
Coolidge administration, the moguls ,of 
Wali Street set about to devise the most 
deadly efficient scheme of milking the 
American public of their last available 
dollar that was ever devised. 

A bond racket—both foreign’ and do- 
mestic—was organized in the thorough- 
going manner of the German General 
Staff and its military operations.

For an undisclosed reason the Senate 
Banking Committee. failed to go further 
into the matter and did not, call Mr.. Plum- 
mer or itivestigate any more of this brazen 
bribing of newspapermen, nor did they go 
into the matter of advertising subsidiza- 
‘tion of the newspapers which empleyed 
these fakirs. 


In the case of Maxwell Mboiors, La- 
Guardia told the committee, while - the 
newspaper campaign of bribery, falsifica- 
tion and. betrayal of readers was going on, 
stockholders of. record: were, sent. letters 
urging them not to sell Maxwell Motors. 
No mention was made of the fact that this 
urge was only intended to last until the 
insiders had unloaded their steck and it 
began the quick descent to the bottom 
with the stockholders holding the bag. 

It so happened that, while this news- 
paper falsification was going on, Maxwell 
Motors went up with skyrocket speed and 
dropped just as quickly after the insiders 
had unioaded their stock. at an enormous 
profit. In the scrap books of the public- 
ity man who attended to the bribing of 
newspapermen were 1,400 clippings from 
4715 papers with 16,698,858 circulation in 
295 cities with 35,500,000 population.

They are to; work, save and help them- 
selves and everyone else, but DO NOT 
LEARN THE LAWS OF CAUSES AND 
EFFECTS, it might be bad for them! 

You are NOT SHOWN BASIC. CAUSES, 
it would reveal the men in.the glass! It 
is high time to set fourth the. truth and 
SHOW THE RELATIONS. OF CAUSES 
to EFFECTS, and the TRUTH WILL 
MAKE YOU FREE! 

Reveal the crooks and CONFIDENCE 
MEN among our great Kings of High Fi- 
nance and interlocking Machinery of ex- 
ploitation, so the people can see them as 
they are, and the agents that serve them 
among the elected representatives of the 
people in our legislative halls. Weed out 
the sheep from the, goats! Select a clean 
slate of MEN and WOMEN that are tried 
and true, and run out the smooth bores 
of plutocracy and re-establish a _ true 
Democracy, and with new. blood see to it 
that a Government of, by and for the peo- 
ple does NOT.

their hands at.so much per every move. 

BANKS DO NOT DEAL IN THE 
WEALTH OF THEIR COUNTRY OR 
COMMUNITIES, quite the CONTRARY, 
they deal in the DEBTS OF THEIR 
COMMUNITIES! 94 per cent or more of 
all business is transacted through the 
uses of credits, and those credits under 
the control of corporations or: individuals, 
that have the pulse of everything that 
goes om under their thumb: It is far too 
great a power to entrust safely to private 
hands, for it creates too much temptation 
and-gets the use of the properties of the 
customers and their control through the 
advantages of others to the ruin of-~pub- 
lic welfare to- the extent of at least five 
interest charges on practically every re- 
tail transaction from the hands: of the 
producer to the consumer. It makes them 
toll gates on all and sundry with no ade- 
quate justification or reason than the 
profit motive out of the producers and 
consumers. 

With the power of inflation and defla- 
tion at will, with no thought of anything 


but private selfish interest to serve pri- - 


marily and foremost, it creates a wrongful 
use of a power of Government that should 
never have been permitted in private 
hands. It belongs to the people. That is 
so easily proven that to deny it, is mere- 
ly to beg the question. 

Just stop and think! It is estimated that 
for every dollar the stockholders have in 
banks, the public has an average of 14 
dollars of deposits. ‘

In 1913 the to wheat pro- 
auction in the United States was 
763,000,000 bushels. I am leaving 
off the odd thousands. In 1914 
the total wheat. production, and 
this all occurred, before the war 
began, was, 891 090,000 bushels. 


That is almost 900,000,000 
bushels. During the war it in- 
creased in 1915 to 1,025,000,000 


bushels. - Then it dropped back 
in .1916 to 636,000,000 bushels, 
considerably lower than it ‘was 
before.the war, began, and in 1918 
it was still. 636,000,000 bushels. 
In 1918 it. rose to ~.921,000,000 

bushels, Wheat production .in 
1930 was 858,000,000 bushels and 
in 1931 it was 892,000,000 bushels. 
Wheat showed. a slight decline, on 
the whole, figuring the two 
smaller years. — 

The Agriculture Year Book ~ of 
1932 states in 1912 that the pro- 
duction of corn was .3,124,000,000 
bushels. I want that figure to 
show that the. production of corn 
was greater in 1912, before the 
war began, than in any year since. 
In 1913 it was .2,446,000,000, .and 

in 1914 it was,2,672,000,000. 

During the war it rose in 1915 
to 2,994,000,000, still: below -1912; 
in 1916 it was 2,566,000;000, below 
1914; in 1917 it was 3,065,000,000, 
still below 1912; and. in 1918 it 
was 2,502,000,000. 

Averaging the whole yield dur- 
ing the wat it declined:* 

Cotton Production 

In 1913 the total cotten pre- 
duction was. 14,156,000. bales. In 
1914 it was 16,135,000 .bales. Dur- 
ing the war: period, inmg;1915, : it 
was only 11,000,000 bales; .in 
1917, 11,000,000 bales; and in 1918, 
only 12,000,000 bales. So instead 
of cotton enormously increasing 
during the: war it: considerably 
declined in. production, - To com- 
plete that picture in 1930 - the 
production of cotton was 13,932,- 
000‘ bales and in 1931 it increased 
to 16,918,000 bales... : 

In 1913 there: were 55,833, 000 
head of cattle on all the farms 
and in 1914 there were 58,737,000. 
During the war they increased in 
1915 to 62,000;000, in 1916 to 66, 
000:000, in 1917 to 69,000,000, and 
in 1918 to 71,000,000. There was 
a substantial incrase in the»num- 
ber of cattle but not much’ more

In 1913 the total number of 
hogs on the farms was 54,000,000; 
in 1914, 51,000,000; in 1915, dur- 
ing the war, it increased to ** -

1917 dropped back to 56,000, 000: 
and in 1918 increased to 61,000,- 
000. In 1930 they dropped back to 
55,301,000, and in 1931 to 54,374,- 
000, almost back to the 1913 basis. 

Please take notice that these 
increases, where they show in 
any agricultural production, are 
far less than the increase in pop- 
ulation of the United States. 
There has been at no time, not 
even during the war, an increase 
in ‘agricultural production that 
would keep pace or any more 
than keep pace with the increase 
in population of the country.

WARNING ISSUED 
TO HOG FEEDERS 


Packers Claim That Hogs 
Fed On Soy Beans 
Killing “Soft” 


“'A large increase in the produc- 
tion of soy beans in.the Corn Belt 








problem for the hog industry. 
Soy bean production in Mlinois, 
Indiana; Missouri and Iowa has 
increased practically 100 per cent 
in the past five years. There is 
no doubt that soy beans will pro- 
duce fat hogs, but unfortunately 
while they put.on the weight they 
produce a.very unsatisfactory 
quality. of pork and bacon. In 
trade parlance .the carcasses of 
hogs fed on- soy beans are ‘“‘soft’’. 
Packers are complaining bitterly 
against the increasing percentage 
of hogs out of the Corn Belt that 
are killing “soft”, They allege 
that, hogs fed even a small per- 
centage of soy. beans do not com- 
pare in quality with straight corn 
fed, hogs. 

A general appeal is made to all 
farmers of the Corn Belt to give 
this matter ‘earnest consideration. 
Packers say that they can © not 
sell the “soft” hog meat except 
at sharp discounts. They claim 
that ‘unless the. percentage of 
“soft”. killing hogs is reduced they 
will be compelled to buy ail their 
hogs lower to offset losses. 
Bulletin No. 266 of the Missouri 
Agricultural Experiment Station 
tells of the danger of producing 
“soft” pork from the feeding of 
soy beans. Also from hogging 
down corn and soy beans. 
Bulletin No. 369 of the Illinois 
Agricultural Experiment Staiion 
says: “No way has yet been found 
to use soy beans in the rations of 
fattening swine ‘without produc- 
ing “soft” carcasses. 

The trouble in feeding soy beans 
is their high oil content. This oil 
is what makes the hog meat soft. 
Tf the oil is pressed out of the 
beans.and the residue or meal is 
fed with a proper balance of. corn, 
killers.say. the difficulty will be 
largely overcome.

As this acidosis continues, acid 
blisters, or what is more familiar- 
ly known as “canker sores” form.
